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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's remarks filed on December 22, 2004 
have been again carefully considered. 

Applicant essentially argues that Kunert does not disclose "an application specific integrated circuit(ASIC) comprising a circuitry for 
communicating with the imager and laser scanner. Applicant appeared to rely on Kunert (col. 12, line 65 +) to assert "Rather, Kunert et a 
describes a laser scanning assembly that has a separate ASIC for driving the laser beam and a separate microcontroller for decoding the 
reflected light sensed by the photo diode. 

Applicant's argument is based on the assumption that photodiode is a part of the decoder. 

Rather, photo diode (or image capturing means) appears to be a part of the laser scan engine (col. 13, lines 9-23). Since the heart of the 
scan engine is ASIC, the ASIC is connected to light source (laser) and photo diode to generate a signal from the captured iimage and 
sending the signals to the decoder.
